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2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The rejections under 35 USC 103 have been withdrawn in light of applicant's 
amendment and argument filed January 16, 2007. The closest prior art, including those 
of record, does not provide sufficient guidance to enable the skilled artisan to arrive as 
the specific compounds of the instant invention. In addition, as argued by applicant, the 
claimed compounds have been shown to have significantly better dissociation, i.e., they 
bind satisfactorily to the glucocorticoid receptor and only slightly to progesterone 
receptors compared to the prior art compound, RU 38486.
